Bullock’s, had proposed three
greater beach parks to cost 3
million dollars each. At that
time Supervisor Raymond V.
Darby proposed that one should
be located at Torrance beach.

The county administrative of-
ficer referred to the Long Beach
facilities in this manner, “in the
Long Beach area, a greater
beach park could be built sub-
stantially to -the type and:de
sign of .the unit submitted by
the citizens committee, based
on estimates of the cost of add-
ing sand for widening the
beach in Long Beach. A figure
of $500,000 was arrived at, while
the .cost of the' building and
parking fdcilitics would be $2,-
00,000. .

Allen reported to the board
that in the West Bay, or Santa
Monica area, he found certain
privately owned. properties must
be purchiased for the develop-
ment proposed, if. such private-
1ly owned property cotild be ob-
tained. After consultation with
the’ assessor, the outlay for.this
acquisition would be one mil-
lion dollars, with an added $900,-
000 for beach development and
$2,200,000 for the structure, or
a total of $4,100,000, according
to Allen. The Torrance site al-
ready is tax deeded, it was said,
immediately available,
the county having .taken Steps
to acquire the land. Involved in
the Torrance project is 5621 feet
of beach front and area on the
bluff which the county can ac-
quire through the tax sale for

$226,610, according to previous
reports. This compares with the
estimated cost of $900,000 for
